The New York Evening J'oxt gives 
the following from the Milwaukee 
Wincomin: 
After tile crush of ’57, when every­ 
body was almost scared to death, and 
tile croakers predicted that the coun­ 
try had gone to smash, a dry goods 
house was opened in this city; which 
proceeded on the principle that in 
order to reach the hoarded money in 
the pockets of the people, tin* proprie­ 
tors must sell at very reasonable prices 
and advertise very largely. 
They 
worked vigorously upon this principle. 
Their brother merchants, who did not 
advertise, predicted that the new com­ 
ers would he ruined, as they paid too 
much for advertising. 
Nevertheless 
they persisted. 
In a single year they 
paid 8590 in gold to the daily Wimm- 
mn for advertising; at the end of seven 
years they retired with a fortune of 
8100,000, while other merchants on 
the same street, some of them opposite 
their store had failed. 
“We remember,” says the Pont, “a 
similar instance among our own adver­ 
tisers in the panic of 1857. A merchant 
continued his advertisement in our 
columns through the whole period of 
stagnation, and notwithstanding the 
many predictions that it ‘wouldn’t 
pay,’ his testimony afterward was 
that 'his sales were steady and his 
profits satisfactory, while many a mer­ 
chant around him who ‘couldn’t afford 
to advertise,’ saw his clerks stand idle 
behind the counters. 
A financial panic does not mean 
that no one lias any money. There is 
plenty of money in the country, and 
those who hoard it are just the ones to 
lie eager for the ‘bargains’ which a fall 
in prices holds out. 
But to buy they 
must know where to buy, and the 
merchant who tells them will receive 
their cash.”

manner. Sometimes these acts took 
place in a house, and at other times in 
a buggy while out riding, always 
alone. These girls were 16 to 17 years 
of age. 
The finding on this specification is 
guilty by a vote of 21 to 7, one mem­ 
ber having withdrawn on account 
of sickness. 
The entire charge above was then 
voted upon. Found guilty by a vote 
of 22 to 7.

Th« Chamber of Commerce. 
The Chamber is making a great ef­ 
fort to interest our citizens and to in­ 
duce them by subscriptions and in other 
ways, to assist thei r undert aki ng. The 
Chamber is the special guardian of 
the interests of the district, a body 
whose aim is to difflise through the 
east a knowledge of the advantages of 
of Southern California, and to protect 
and extend trade as far as possible. 
As a body politic and corporate, the 
protests of the Chamber are of far 
greater weight 
than 
would 
be 
those of the same number of private 
citizens. It will shortly have offices 
and employees whose especial duty it 
will be to answer enquirers’ letters, 
and increase the knowledge of the out­ 
side world regarding the southern dis­ 
trict by the broadcast distribution of 
pamphlets, newspapers and circulars. 
All this will cost money, and only per­ 
sons of the narrowest views will refuse 
to assist the officers of the Chamber of 
Commerce in their endeavors to in­ 
crease its funds and thereby enlarge its 
usefulness. 


To the Farmer». 
The Agricultural Association have 
very liberally offered to the public the 
remaining shares undisposed of in tbq 
Society. The offer is one which every 
former should embrace at once, or else 
forever hold his peace. Besides the 
excellence of the investment, and the 
chance of there never being another 
call on the stock, there is another con­ 
sideration. The Association must be 
conducted according to the views of 
the stockholders. If the farmers are 
not | represented amongst that body 
for the future, (especially when such 
liberal terms are offered them), they 
cannot grumble if next year their 
interests are badly cared for. From 
Santa Barbara to San Diego there is 
hardly a farmer who cannot subscribe 
at least for one share. Let us hear at 
the next meeting tha tthe agricultural­ 
ists have responded to this general de­ 
mand of the district, and bought the 
remaining shares freely. 


The H e ra ld is not responsible for 
what the Santa Barbara Press may 
say about the Fair. Throughout the 
late argument this journal never said 
a word about the “ non presence of 
lad ies and clergymen.” On the con­ 
trary it alluded frequently to the pres­ 
en ce of ladies, and might have to that 
of clergymen, as several were present 
of all denominations. The Express 
makes a mistake in trying to father 
on th e H e r a l d the opinions of other 
journals. The Santa Barbara' Press 
says that “ it (the fair) has been de­ 
scribed to us by gentlemen who at­ 
te n d e d .” Does the Express want to 
revive the question? If so it can dis­ 
cuss it alone, only it would be well to 
credit the H e r a l d with its actual op­ 
position, without ringing in the pri­ 
vate opinions of others.

There Is hardly 
a ranch holder in the State, who has 
not the means of constructing a dam or 
reservoir on some portion of his high 
ground, where nature has already al­ 
most formed a basin. By constructing 
a few ditches now, wherever reser­ 
voirs are needed, thousands of acres 
may be doubled in value. Save the

N E W Y O R K. 


N f.w Y o r k , N ov. 30. 
After being taken to Rlaekwell’s 
Island, Tweed was asked the usual 
questions by the recording Clerk, to 
which lie answered that lie was aged 
02; occupation, Statesman; no reli­ 
gion; but as his family are protestants 
he was entered as a protestant.

C E N T R A L A M ERICA. 


S a n D ie g o , N ov. 30. 
The Pacific Mail Steamship Ari­ 
zona arrived at 7 o’clock a . m. to-day 
from Panama, which port she left on 
the 18th instant with 84 cabin and 264 
steerage passengers, 693 tons of freight 
and $73,000 in treasnre. She saw the 
Constitution on the 23d; on the 26th 
she spoke the Nevada, at Mazatlan. 
The Arizona brought ten passengers 
for this port and sailed at 9 o’clock A. 
M. for San Francisco. 
The Panama Star and Herald of the 
18th instant says that the civil war in­ 
augurated on the 5th of April has end­ 
ed. Correoso, with the consent of the 
existing Government, took refuge on 
the U. S. steamer Benicia, and waited 
for the steamer to Costa Rica. 
The filibustering steamer General 
Sherman has been making war on 
Honduras and neighboring peaceful 
republics under American colora. She 
arrived' at Aspinwall on the 8th in­ 
stant. The Government of Columbia 
ordered an investigation of her papers 
by the officials at Aspinwall, who 
failed to do their duty. Permission 
was asked of the Government of Pana­ 
ma for the Sherman to transfer her 
arms and ammunition to the Pacific 
Mail steamer Colon. It was refused, 
but nevertheless the transfer was made 
and they were reshipped to New York 
the Bame day. Capt. Cushing, com­ 
manding the U. S. steamer Wyoming, 
at Aspinwali, seized the vessel for 
using illegal ship papers and sailing 
under the flag of Honduras. It was 
proved she only possessed legal Amer­ 
ican papers. A prize crew from the 
Wyoming has taken charge of the ves­ 
sel*. Captain Cushing has applied to 
Washington for instructions regarding 
the Virginius. 
The same paper says the United 
States steamer Wyoming, Captain 
Cushing, sailed from Aspinwall on the 
morning of the 11th, for Santiago de 
Cuba, to look after American interests 
in connection with the Virginius. 
Captain Cushing is acting on instruc­ 
tions from the United States Consul­ 
ate at Kingston, Jamaica. The papers 
of the Virginius, when she left Jamai­ 
ca, were correct and in order, and as 
no blockade of the Cuban eoast has 
been declared, she could be considered 
guilty of smuggling only, and only 
amenable for that offense. It is said 
the Virginius has been sunk at Santi­ 
ago de Cuba. 
Commander Harmony, U. S. Navy, 
with 250 men, is en route for San Fran­ 
cisco to join the Kearaage, now fitting 
for sea at Mare Island, per steamer Ar­ 
izona. 
George Dewer, an Englishman, and 
old resident of Punta Arenas, Costa 
Rica, has been shot by his servant. 
Robbery was the intention. 
Heavy rains had fallen at Panama 
and Aspinwall. It was feared the 
flood would wash away the Panama 
railroad; but it subsided without seri­ 
ous damage. 
On the 14th President Niera tam­ 
pered with the troops, hoping to dis­ 
solve the Assembly and assume dicta­ 
torship. He failed, was deposed, and 
fled. Don Gregorio Miro was appol u t­ 
ed President. 
Correspondence from Peru says the 
Government has appointed a commit­ 
tee to examine the accounts of expend­ 
iture in the various railways in pro­ 
cess of construction. Meigg’s docu­ 
ments are faultless. His resources are 
sufficient to complete his enterprise. 
Business is dull.

F O R E IGN N EW S. 


L o n d o n , Dec. 1. 
Special dispatches to the morning 
papers report that the bombardment 
of Cartagena was continued on Satur­ 
day. 
There is great distress among 
non-combatants who have taken re­ 
fuge in the suburbs. The city is filled 
with wounded. Seventeen houses and 
the principal hospital have been des­ 
troyed. 
The government fleet re­ 
mains inactive outside the harbor. 
The Daily Telegraph says it would 
be premature to regard the Virginius 
difficulty as serious. 
The views of 
President Grant on the subject, as will 
appear in his message to Congress, are 
known. 
Dispatches from Cape Coast Castle 
report another engagement with the 
Ashantees, near Durquest, in which 
forty Englishmen ana native Auxili­ 
aries were killed or wounded. 
The 
Ashantees boldly attacked the Britisli 
position at Abhracrampa, but were 
driven off after a hard fight with a 
loss of thirty. The British were pro­ 
tected and their loss was trifling. 
- 
L o n d o n , Dec. 1. 
The ship Trimountain arrived at 


Cardiff from New York early this 
morning. She brought intelligence 
of a dreadful disaster. It appears that 
the steamer Ville de Havre, which left 
,New York ou the 15th November for 
Havre, under command of Captain 
Surmount, came into collision at two 
o’clock on the morning of the 23d of 
November with the British ship Locli- 
erne from London, bound to New York 
and sank her. Two hundred and sev­ 
enty-six passengers of the Ville de 
Havre were lost. The Triinountain 
saved eight and brought them to Car­ 
diff. Among tho passengers of the 
Ville de Havre were Andrew Mc- 
Creery, also several members of the 
evangelical alliance returning from 
New York. MoCreery was saved and 
with him the son of Mr. Waite of the 
Brevoort House, New York. The sis­ 
ter of Mr. Waite was lost. 
P a r i s , N ov. 30. 
It is reported that the post of Minis­ 
ter at Washington, has been tendered 
to M. Fournier. The Marquis De Ga­ 
ville» will probably be transferred to 
Rome if a change oe made in the lega­ 
tion at Washington. 
General Ducrot has resigned his seat 
in the Assembly. 
B e r l i n , N ov. 30. 
General Mantueffel and Count Goe- 
ber fought a duel yesterday. The lat­ 
ter was shot in the stomach, and seri­ 
ously wounded. 
H a v a n a , Nov. 30. 
* News of the settlement of the Vir- 
ginius question between Spain and the 
United States, and the terms on which 
it is based, were received here with 
much excitement. Perfect order pre­ 
vails among all. The chief authorities 
of the Island assembled in conference 
and sent a manifesto to the Spanish 
Government, asking it to wait till it 
had received a statement about the 
Virginius case, which shows the right 
of capture and the justice of the sub­ 
sequent proceedings. The mass of the 
people oppose the surrender of the Vir­ 
ginius or yielding to pretensions which 
may dishonor the Spanish flag. Tho 
tone of the press accords with the pop­ 
ular feeling. 
Extraordinary means 
and resources are being created to re­ 
sist any aggressive act, 
although

S a n F r a n c is c o , Dec. 1. 
The ship Cultivator, from New York, 
was towed into port to-day by the 
United States revenue ‘ cutter Oliver 
Wolcott. The entire crew, officers, 
captain and captain’s wife, are down 
with the scurvy. Several are at the 
point of death. This is the vessel which 
was furnished with fresh provisions at 
sea by the captain of the British ship 
Magna Charta. The cutter found her 
15 miles west of the Farralones. 
A disastrous fire occurred to-day on 
Pacific street, between Front and Da­ 
vis, by which the Atlantic Hotel, 
owned by McDonald, was destroyed. 
Loss about $15,000. 
Several families 
in the hotel lost all their goods. Har­ 
ris & Lewis, barbers, ana Coughlan’s 
saddlery store adjoining, also burned; 
loss about $1,000. Three men were 
missing after the fire; one, supposed 
to be Charles Allen, was found aead in 
the ruins of the hotel; others, names 
unknown, are not yet found. 
The newly elected city officials as­ 
sumed their duties to-day. A large 
crowd of interested expectants and 
crestfallen out-goers are at the City 
Hall. 
Heavy rains last night; the weather 
is clear to-day. 
The following additional particulars 
of the loss of the Ville de Havre have 
been received: Fifty-three of the crew 
were saved, including the captain, and 
these go to make up the 87 saved.
